Object of Bill to be Introduced in the 


Legislature by Mr. Smith of 


Washington County. 


Representative Smith of Washington 


county is preparing a bill, which he 
will introduce 
Monday, 
to exempt 


from taxation the oldest building yet 
standing in the Northwest territory. It 
is a log cabin, weather boarded, with 
but one room and having the ancient 
log fireplace, and was built by Gen. Ru- 
fus Putnam in 1788. It is known as 
the "old land office," but was, in fact 
the territorial capitol of Ohio. 
The 


property is now owned by the Colonial 
Dames and is used as a depository of 
historical relics. 


The bill of Representative Smith, as 


outlined above, is certainly a just one 
and should be passed. In addition, to 
this it may be stated that the resi- 
dence of General Rufus Putnam, al- 
most opposit*1 the land office building 
is still standing in Marietta. Botf 
these buildings should be owned by 
the state as important landmarks. Gov- 
ernor Nash in his last message to the 
Legislature, suggested that the state 
of Ohio should erect a monument to 
Gov. St. Clair. the first territorial Gov- 
ernor of Ohio. For much stronger rea- 
sons it might be urged 
that Ohio 


should erect a suitable monument to 
the memory of General Rufus Putnam, 
who was the father and founder of 
Ohio; who originated the idea of the 
settlement of Ohio :-n the Northwest 
territory; who was President of the 
Ohio Land Company, and was com- 
mand of the first settlement in Ohio by 
forty Revolutionary soldiers at 
ietta, on the 7th of April, 178S. "

and Otl»«r Cleanncvn. 


Chloride of lime has many valuable 
iroperties. It removes stains of various 
,orls, takes out scorched marks and 
icts as a disinfectant aud bleach. It 
must be carefully prepared and judi- 
iously used. Put two ounces of chlo- 
ride of lime in three coffee cup fulls of 
:oldnvater, stirring it frequently with 
i stick. At tbe end of an hour leave 
lie solution to settle, after which it is 
strained through fine muslin and hot- 
led for use. This simple formula is 
quoted from an English authority on 
aundering. 
Yellowed linens or mus- 


ins left overnight in a bath of cold 
water to which a very little of this 
chloride solution has been added will 
whiten beautifully. Great care must 
je taken to add only a little, as its ac- 
tion is malicious if too great a quantity 
s used. Concerning still other cleans- 
ing agents, a writer in the New Idea 
Magazine says: 


Soda, potash, ammonia and borax are 


the alkalis in general use. It must be 
remembered that both soda and potash 
will leave the articles treated with 
them yellow if they are not properly 
used. Their values are positive, but 
limited. 
Potash, used so extensively 


in the manufacture of coarse, strong 
soaps, is an excellent cleanser for very 
dirty articles, but it cannot be used on 
fine fabrics. 


Ammonia is known as the "volatile 


alkali." It evaporates after its office 
is performed, leaving no trace of its 
presence except the finished work, like 
Grimm's fairy cobblers. It is invalu- 
able as a cleanser of white wools be- 
cause of this very quality, as it is the 
alkali remaining in the imperfectly 
rinsed flannels that hardens them and 
makes them unfit for use. 
It -should 


be put in the water on the very instant 
of its use. If added too soon it evapo- 
rates without having done the least 
service and leaves the inexperienced 
blanchisseuse wondering why her flan- 
nel is yellow ocher instead of milky 
white. 


Borax is one of the finest alkalis. It 


is used in washing the most delicate 
fabrics and in cleansing colored mate- 
rials and embroideries. Used in starch, 
-it adds a little to the stiffness and helps 
to give a clear gloss. But it must be 
used discreetly on account of 'the ex- 
pense. It is a costly aid- 


Washing powders are valuable helps 


as cleansers and whiteners if their 
properties are understood. Used intel- 
ligently, they are great economists of 
labor and really save something of the 
wear on all fabrics washed with them 
by softening the dirt so that it can be 
extracted without the old, protracted 
and strenuous toil at the washboard. 


Bran is used when the fabric to be 


washed is dyed, printed or embroidered 
with delicate colors or, for that matter, 
with any colors. Alkali is an enemy to 
color. Why else should -we use It as a 
bleach or stain extractor? 
So^soap, 


which is a combination of alkali and 
grease, must be tabooed. The bran-is 
saponaceous, but contains no alkali; 
therefore it can be safely used in wash- 
ing colored fabrics and embroideries 
and colored wools (knitted and crochet- 
ed work). 


To prepare bran -water for use put 


two handfuls of bran in one quart of 
•water. Let boil for one-half hour, strain 
carefully through a sieve and boil the 
bran in a second quart of water an- 
other half hour. Cool and reduce with 
warm water when needed.

WAS FOUNDER OF AGRICULTURAL 


SOCIETY. 


| Born in Log Cabin in Newark in 182 


—An Interesting Sketch by 


E. M. P. B.

In the recent death of James H 


Moore of Madison township, Licking 
county lost one of her oldest citizens 
about whose personality clusters a 
great deal of historical interest. 


James H. Moore was a son of David 


and Sarah Moore, who were pioneei 
citizens 
of 
Licking 
county — David 


Moore, during his long 
and usefa 


life, being one of the most enterpris- 
ing and prominent business men 
of 


this county, who was engaged in var- 
ious large and important enterprises 


, David Moore came to Newark- from 
Adams county, Pa , in 
3 808, •when 


Licking 
county was a comparative 


wilderness and Newark was -a little 
hamlet ef a few log cabins. His wife. 
Sarah, the mother of the 
deceased. 


was his second wife, and was a native 
r.f Virginia. She was the daughter of 
David Wilson, and she came to Lick- 
ing county still earlier than her hus- 
band, in 1805, her father 
being 
a 


large land- owner. 'David Moore, who 
was married twice, had seven children 
*>y each wife. 
He 
first 
settled 
in 


Ne'wark, and engaged in the merchan- 
dise business, carrying on a large 
£ifqre fo^ those timps, trading with 
the Indians and early settlers, barter- 
ing for furs and neltries. and what- 
ever produce there was to sell or ex- 
change. About 1825 Mr. David Moore 
built the celebrated Mary Ann Fur- 
nace. in -Mary Ann township. - about 
eight miles northeast of Newark. 
Tron ore was found in that 
vicinity 


in considerable abundance, and "nere 
for several years Hr. Moore carried 
on, in what was considered a large 
scale at that time, the manufacture 
of stoves, plows, kettles, pots, and all 
sorts of hollow ware. The old Mary 
Ann Furnace was for many years the 
most important manufactory in Lick- 
ing counly. Mr. David Moore was al- 
so a large land owner and engaged 
extensively in agriculture. He built 
the old time two story brick building 
on the northeast corner of the public 
square, opposite 
the 
Auditorium, 


about the time hf built 
the 
TSary 


Ann Furnace. This building was con- 
sidered quite a fine ODP. at that time. 


Mr. James Moore, the subiect of this 


sketch, was born on the 6th day of 
April, 1821. -while his father was still 
living in Newark in a log cabin that 
stood about where the office of Drs. 
Stimson and Knauss now stands. In 
his early youth the deceased enjoyed 
the asual advantages of those times. 
•which were limited, and he was a 
hrisjht and active young man of con- 
siderable business ability. At differ- 
ent times in his life he worked at the 
Mary Ann Furnace, on his father's 
farm, and later on a farm of his own. 
and for many years was engaged in
